THE  ADJUSTMENT  PROBLEMS  OF  THE  SPECIAL  CUSS  CHILD.-  Gerardine  A. 
Hagerty,  Assistant,  Special  Class,  Martin  Laboratory  School. 

This  course  will  include  a study  and  discussion  of  the  vari- 
ous problems  facing  the  atypical  child  during  school  life  and 
in  his  life  in  the  community  beyond  the  school. 


PROBLEMS  IN  EDUCATIONAL  PSYCHOLOGY.-  M.  Harvey  Read,  Professor, 
State  Teachers  College,  Boston. 

This  course  embraces  selected  problems  of  interest  to  teach- 
ers, supervisors,  and  administrators.  A few  of  the  topics 
are:  Intelligence  as  related  to  other  personal  qualities; 
mental  growth  and  development;  school  adjustments  to  pupils 
in  terms  of  needs;  laws  of  learning  and  habit  formation; 
urges  and  incentives;  methods  of  teaching;  and  some  next 
steps  forward  in  education.

ECONOMIC  HISTORY  OF  UNITED  STATES  II.-  Herbert  G.  Regan,  Associate 
Professor,  State  Teachers  College,  Boston. 

This  course  will  include  a study  of  such  economic  topics 
after  1865  as  the  growth  of  big  business,  the  labor  movement, 
agricultural  development,  transportation  and  communication, 
federal  fiscal  policies,  production  in  the  first  World  War, 
over-production  and  depression,  the  new  deal,  and  economic 
problems  of  the  second  World  War  and  post-war  years. 
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THE  STORY  OF  THE  SYMPHOhY.-  Elizabeth  A,  O^Brien,  Associate  Pro- 
fessor, State  Teachers  College,  Boston. 

A study  of  the  symphony  from  Haydn  to  the  present,  with  em- 
phasis upon  changes  in  form  and  content.  Illustrations  will 
be  made  by  means  of  recordings.

ART  EDUCATION  WORKSHOP  FOR  TEACHERS.-  Robert  L.  BertolLi,  Asso- 
ciate Professor,  State  Teachers  College,  Boston. 

This  course  will  constitute  a workshop  in  which  the  latest 
research  in  art  education  will  be  considered.  Exercises  and 
demonstrations  will  give  special  emphasis  to  the  application 
of  creative  art  methods  for  the  elementary  school  curriculum 
and  their  value  in  the  general  educational  plan  at  this 
level.  Problems  in  the  use  of  the  media  appropriate  to  the 
aims  of  the  creative  program  will  be  arranged.  Constant 
reference  will  be  made  to  the  use  of  the  visual  arts  as  edu- 
cational tools  for  the  teacher. 

TESTS  AND  MEASUREMENTS.-  Thomas  C.  Dungan,  Associate  Professor, 
State  Teachers  College,  Boston. 

This  course  aims  to  acquaint  the  teacher  with  the  construc- 
tion and  use  of  educational  tests  of  the  objective  type. 
Modern  methods  of  pupil  evaluation  will  be  studied  with  the 
purpose  of  better  understanding  the  pupils  in  today's  school. 
The  work  of  the  course  will  be  directed  towards  meeting  the 
special  classroom  needs  of  the  teachers  enrolled  in  the 
course.

A consideration  of  the  existing  body  of  such  literature;  its 
relation  to  European  originals  and  analogues;  its  regional 
variations  within  the  general  frame  of  American  culture;  the 
origin  and  development  of  special  American  genres;  the  role 
of  folklore  culture  in  American  literature  in  general.
